The name of Mrs. Miriam 
A. Ferguson will appear on 
the ballot in the November 
election as the democratic 
nominee for governor 
of 


Texas. 


The state supreme court 


today held that the suit filed by 
Governor R. S. Sterling, contest- 
ing Mrs. Ferguson's right to the 
nomination was moot and order- 
ed Mrs. Jane Y. McCallum, sec- 
retary of state, to certify Mrs. 
Ferguson immediately to the coun- 
ty clerks as the nominee. 


The 13-word telegram sent by 
Mrs. McCallum and the supreme 
court decision that the fovernor's 
suit was impractical of trial be- 
fore the November election defi- 
nitely ended the bitter fight that 
las been .waged by Governor Stor- 
ing and Mrs. Ferguson over the 
democratic nomination. 


The 
mandate 
of 
the 
supreme i 


court made it incumbent on "coun-' 
ty clerks to post said name as 
such nominee as provided for "by 
law," and made it the duty of "all 
other election officers to follow 
and observe the statutes just as 
though such name as such nomi- 
nee had been certified by the sec- 
retary of state in the first in- 
stance," 


The supreme court held District 


Judge W. F. Robertson, in whose 
court the governor's suit was filed, 
had jurisdiction and had authority 
to issue the temporary injunction 
he granted restraining certifica- 
tion .of Mrs. Ferguson until the 
contest 
had 
been 
determined. 


When Judge Robertson held he 
did not have jurisdiction, he dis- 
solved his injunction. 


Although the opinion stated the 


district court had jurisdiction to 
try the contest, the supreme court 
stated it did not followt 'hat his 


in passing on Mrs, Ferguson's 
right to be certified. 


"Where provision is made for 


the issuance of a nomination cer- 
tificate and one is issued, the 
holder is entitled to have his name 
printed on the official election bal 
lot, at least until it is set aside in 
proper proceedings," the opinion 
stated. 
"This right persists until 


a different result is reached In a 
quo warranto action or other prop- 
er proceeding to contest the right 
of the certificate holder. 
No Qualification Required.,

quired 'of a candidate nominated 


ata primary election. So. when 
the vote has been canvassed, and 
he has received his certificate, 'he
